IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Please delete the entire paragraph beginning 
on page 6, line 20, through line 33, and replace it with 
the f ollowing paragraph: 

The partially split wear sleeve 14 is friction 
fit into the stepped bore. The wear sleeve initially 
has a central bore of uniform diameter, a split ring 
portion 30, an intermediate cylindrical portion 32 and a 
shoulder portion 34. The intermediate portion and split 
ring portions outer diameters are uniform. The wear 
sleeve is inserted into the bit holder's stepped bore 
aperture by the use of a hammer. The split ring portion 
30 is radially compressed by the smaller diameter 
opposite end portion 30 as the sleeve is hammered into 
position in the bit holder. The split ring portion 
forms adequate frictional contact with the opposite end 
portion of the aperture. The wear sleeve friction fit gj 
can be easily removed manually in the field. The s 
partially split wear sleeve 14 is friction fit into the 
stepped bore. The wear sleeve initially before being 
inserted into the bit holder has a central bore of 
uniform diameter, a split ring portion 30, an
